ACTION: (a) The Recommendations in CP-29 were given general approval
as puidlines for continuing planning and testing.

(b) Additional Recommendations were also approved as follows:

(1)The next test (sbout June, 1956) is to be three-way
i.e., civil defense, continuity of government and
military exercise.

(ii) Plans are to be made by Heads of Departments and
Agencies, under ODM guidelines, for surprise alerts
to test out their own operations, sometime during the
winter months.,

(iii) Various segments of readiness plans will be given
continuous testing.

(c) The Director of the Office of Defanse Mobilization will
bring back for subsequent Cabinet discussion recommendations
of the Agencies with respect to future continuous staf fing
of the relocation sites.
